Hs dees not go so far as to predict nationalization 
of the industry, but says the Government is aseking to force planters to 
adopt more efficient high-yield methods. The United Plenters Association of 
Maleya, which is ultra-conservative, has successfully prevented the ad -ption 
of progressive rubber growing on a large scale. The Government, by gr ting 
loans which could not be prid back, would get its people into estate 
management in an advisory capacity with the hops eof gradually replantins 
in a few years all wuch estates with only high-yield rubber treas.
